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321—29.7(231B) Tenant admission requirements.

29.7(1) The operator or on-site manager may only admit or continue to care for tenants whose service
needs include personal care as defined in this chapter.

29.7(2) Criteria for exclusion of tenants. An EGH shall not knowingly admit or retain a tenant who:

a. Is bed-bound; or

b.  Requires routine one-person assistance with standing, transfer or evacuation; or

c.  Is dangerous to self, other tenants or staff, including but not limited to a tenant who:

(1) Despite intervention chronically wanders into danger, is sexually or physically aggressive or
abusive, or displays unmanageable verbal abuse or aggression; or

(2) Displays behavior that places another tenant at risk; or

d. Isin an acute stage of alcoholism, drug addiction, or uncontrolled mental illness; or

e. Is under the age of 18; or

/- Requires more than part-time or intermittent health-related care; or

g On a routine basis, has unmanageable incontinence.

29.7(3) A tenant may be accepted for residence only if a bedroom and a bathroom are available to the
tenant from which the unaided tenant immediately and without aid of another is physically and mentally
capable of traveling a normal path to safety, including the ascent and descent of stairs.
